Suicide Theory Hit 
As Phelps Defense 


By KEELER McCARTNEY 
The famous “little black book” which was rumored to con- 
tain melancholy verses and reflections on death by Victoria 
Price was definitely identified in DeKalb Superior Court as 
the work of a Douglas railroad man’s wife Monday night as 
the State. moving to stave off defense-suicide theories, rested 
its case against Fred W. Phelps. 


Phelps had no motive for the slay- 
ing for which he is being tried, 
but the young woman's roommate, 
Miss Hilaa Butler, did have a mo- 
tive was met at the night session 
with three State witnesses who 
established an alibi for Miss But- 
ler.

Britain Decrees Draft 


Of ‘Drones 


LONDON, Nov. 


in Labor 


11—(UP)—The British Government 


Tuesday night announced a sweeping labor draft under 
which 500,000 to 750,000 non-productive Britons, ranging from 
idle peers to hatcheck girls, will be thrown into the battle of 
production to fight for Britain’s economic survival. 


All idle rich, gamblers, 
club workers, street vendors and 
others in non-essential jobs who 
are physically fit for industrial 
labor will be drafted by Govern- 
ment decree starting Dec. 8. 

The industrial conscription will 
sweep up women between the 
ages of 18 and 41 and men from 
18 to 51. The penalty for shirkers 
who refuse to register for the 
draft will be two years imprison- 
ment and $2,000 fine. 

Conscripts may have their choice 
of going into the coal mines, agri- 
culture, textile production er any 
other of the essential industries 
whose production must be in- 
creased to beat off threatened eco- 
nomic collapse. 

A Labor Ministry . spokesman 
said the new decree would not 
apply to chorus girls and other 
professional entertainers or musl- 
cians playing in night clubs and 
carnivals.

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By All Means, the Grand Jury 


We see where the city political pot is 
boiling, as usual. The Mayor and certain 
Councilmen are accused of wanting to give 
the animals at the city zoo new housing 
while remaining cool to slum clearance. 

Councilman John Whité accuses others 


of trying to block slum clearance and asks 


for a sweeping grand jury investigation. 


Members of Council accuse John White 
of fronting for a set of “jerry builders” 
who want to build at high prices houses 
which soon would be slums. 


So we think the grand jury idea is a 
good one. 

We also think tossing the zoo argument 
into the matter of housing was rather 
cheap politics. We went back and looked 
and it seems it was the Humane Society 
which suggested new housing for the ani- 
mals. We think the zoo gives pleasure to 


a lot of children and could be a valuable 
asset to our park system if it were han- 
dled properly. The Constitution has taken 
the position the zoo should be abolished 
or modernized. Some of the animals are 
inhumaneély housed, especially in so far as 
sunlight is concerned. 

Certainly it is not a part of the housing 
row. 

We would like, in conclusion, to point 
out to one and all concerned that slum 
clearance is fine. It has no more ardent 
advocate than this newspaper. 

But it also is necessary to build places 
to house the homeless. We think the grand 
jury ought to recommend a program in 
which slum houses would be torn down 
the day an equal number of new units 
were opened for occupancy. It doesn’t 
make too much sense unless that sort of 
program is adopted. 


Georgia Power's New Setup 


The Georgia Power Company’s revised 
directorship, as announced on yesterday, 
lends assurante to those of us who had 
feared that the death of Preston Ark- 
wright, Jr., might mark the end of its 
Georgia leadership. 


<C. B. McManus, who has become Presi- 
dent, is a native of Smithville and a long- 
time resident of Atlanta. His elevation to 
the post is a natural one, he having served 
as Vice President and Director of Opera- 
tions for the company over a long period 
of time. It is a well-merited recognition 
of his ability and in the best American 
tradition. 

Dan MacDougald, the new Chairman 
of the Board, is another native Georgian 


long identified with progress in the State. 
A prominent local attorney, he has been 
associated with the Power Company in 
legal capacities for some time and pos- 
sesses not only an insight into its opera- 
tions, but also a realization of its responsi- 
bilities to the State and its citizenry. 
And, finally, in naming John A. Sibley 
to the Power Company’s Board, another 
foresighted Georgian has been added to 
its directorship. As President and Chair- 
man of the Trust Company of Georgia and 
as a partner of one of the State’s outstand- 
ing law firms over a great many years, Mr. 
Sibley has the experience, background and 
outlook which we hope will permeate the 
policies of the State’s largest public utility 
over the critical years which lie ahead. 


90 Years for the Atlantic 


In the Spring of 1857 Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow noted in his diary: “Dined in 


town at Parker’s with Emerson, Lowell, | 


Motley, Holmes, Cabot, Underwood and 
the publisher, Phillips, to talk about the 
new magazine that the last wishes to estab- 
lish. It will no doubt be done, though I am 
not so eager about it as the rest.” 

The magazine was the Atlantic, which 
this month is celebrating, with a very mag- 
nificent number, 90 years of continuous 
publication. Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes 
promised to contribute and, on that con- 
dition, James Russell Lowell became the 
first editor. It was Holmes, too, who pro- 


posed the name “Atlantic.” 

Many an old Southern home even yet 
turns up out of old trunks copies of the 
Atlantic of bygone years. For it soon came 
to be that no home could be called cul- 
tured that did not display a copy of the 
Atlantic on the library table or in the 
living room where all might see. 

The magazine has had many famous and 
able editors, but we think it has had none 
in which the times and the job of editing 
have been so well.met as in the present 
editor, Edward Weeks. The Atlanta Con- 
stitution joins in congratulations to him 
and to the Atlantic. 


Alabama Enlarges Its State Docks

In the last. several months I have seen two men in the last 
processes of being destroyed and, fimally, dying. Both were de- 
stroyed, actually,. by booze and the effects of booze. 
the agent of their destruction and death as surely as if they: had 
used a gun. 

I had had a part, often, in rescuing them from long drunks. 
I had seen them go, and come, from institutions which sober those 
who cannot sober themselves. And, long ago, I knew both were 


marked for destruction. 

Self And yet, if one is absolutely honest, one must admit that, 
in the final analysis, it was something within é@ach which 

destroyed them and that they would have been destroyed, any- 

how, by some other agent had they not been able to conquer 

themselves. 

Both of these men felt a painful’ sort of inadequacy. Both 
wanted to be considered as important. The ironic fact was that 
both had become persons of some importance, one in medicine and 
one in law. Both had achieved success far beyond the average. 

Both had struggled upward, working their way through school, 
studying at night and doing odd hours between jobs, to get a 
foothold. 

Neither began to drink-—-and this is tremendously significant— 
until wéll past 380 years of age. 

At the time both were financially successful in more than a 
modest way and had many devoted friends and ‘admirers. It 
could be said that both had much for which to live. 

Yet, always it was evident to those who knew them best, 


Doubt that there was something in them which made them 
doubt themselves. They never felt quite sure of themselves. Booze 
provided a certain expansiveness, a release from doubt. But, of 
course, the sobering up periods were full of remorse and self- 
accusation, and more and more doubts, It is a vicious cycle. 

One never knows why some men become criminals, others take 
to dope, or become irresponsible problems. 

Indeed does a hair divide the false and true, and surely is man 
fearfully and wonderfully made. 

Only a foo' does not say, as he sees another life fall into ruin, 
“There, but for the grace and mercy of God, go I,” 


It is a sad fact that there is nothing that can be done 
Drunks for an alcoholic until that person wants, more than 
anything else, to be sober and to stay sober. 

Neither religion nor psychiatry nor love will do the job. And 
institutions are merely expensive. I think they make an alcoholic 
worse, in so far as his or her mind is concerned. 

The person has to make that decision first of all. 

Then help can be had. 

Alcoholics Anonymous does the best job. They get imposed 
upon by drunks who, in a moment of remorse, or urged on by 
loved ones, come reluctantly in. That doesn’t count. Only when 
the person who drinks honestly wants to quit can anything be done. 

The person who kids himself, or herself, that he or she can 
handle it—when all the evidence points the other way—is hopeless. 

So is the person who, when the periods of sobriety are less 
and less, does not want to go through the physical and mental 
suffering of sobering up and facing reality.. Reality rarely has 


a pleasant visage anyhow. 
AA Alcoholics Anonymous does not cure anyone. An alcoholic 
will always be an alcoholic as long as he or she lives. They 
admit that fact, and the solution is not to drink. The AA members 
simply supply understanding assistance, the sort that can’t be got 
anywhere else. Some of the finest persons in the world are mem- 
bers of AA and properly proud of it. Offhand I can think of 
no better, or more successful, “service club.” 

They are very wonderful persons, more wonderful than a great 
many persons who have never had to face a test. They have 
conquéred something very difficult to conquer—and I don’t mean 
booze. I mean themselves. The great trouble with the booze 
fighter is that he or she cannot put their own personal lives in 
order. 

Having done that, which must be done, they. then know that 
God has a chance to help. But not before can a “Higher Help” 
apply. 

ae as we poor mortals go along, some in jail and some out, 

some sick and some well, some cursed with an inward failure, I 
hope we will come to look on the spiritually and mentally sick as 
sick, and to say, with proper humility, “There, but for the grace 
and mercy of God, go I.”

C. Aubrey Smith Was 
Rather Over Thirty’ 


I picked up this smallish volume from a shelf 

of indiscriminately assorted old books at home. 

. It was a play by Henry Arthur Jones, who was 

one of the top playwrights of his era, around the turn of the 
century. 

“The Lie” is the name of the production. 
cutstanding successes of its season in New York. Thatavas 1914-15. 
First produced at the Harris Theater on Dec. 24, 1914. 

Margaret Illington was the star. I wonder what has become 
of some of the others in the cast? Margaret Johnson, Stuart Rob- 
son, Vincent Serrano, Violet Heming? Master James Wagle, a 
little boy? 

Of one player we all know. Mr. C. Aubrey Smith, he is listed 
in the cast of that opening performance. He became “Sir” later. 


_ The character he portrayed in “The Lie” is described as “rather 


over 30, with humorous, irregular features and a careless, mocking 


| manner.” 


My little volume of the play is illustrated with photographs. 
All the feminine members of the cast, including the star, impress 
me as being rather stout. Maybe it was the effect of the costumes, 
the styles of that day. Funny looking, they seem now. And, while 
Miss Illington is pléasant-looking enough, it is difficult to recognize 
her as one of the reigning stage beauties of her time, as well as 
a great actress. 


; It was of Miss Illington that Henry Arthur 
Neat Compliment Jones, author of this play, said one of his 
neatest compliments. Commenting on a critic who had called her 
the “Sarah Bernhardt of America,” Playwright Jones said it would 
be fairer to call.Bernhardt thé “Margaret Illington of France.” 

Of the play itself, I'm afraid it-is rather dated by more than 
its dialogue and costuming. ‘It tells the story of the rivalry of two 
sisters for the same man. One of the two, the younger one, is the 
mother of an illegitimate child, though only she and her sister know 
it, The child lives with a woman who is paid to pose as its mother. 

The prospective husband, who really loves the older sister, dis- 
covers the fact of this illegitimate child, but believes the younger 
sister when she tells him her old sister is the guilty one. 

So he marries the younger, the evil little liar who has so_un- 
scrupulously tricked the sister who stood by her in her trouble. 

You can see how the plot develops.when, in the final act, the 
older sister is confronted with the necessity of deciding whether 
to expose her younger sister and.thus bring shame—yes, that’s 
what it says—on the man they both love, or whether to bear the 
brand of the unwed mother herself. , 

The man in the case is obviously, to our minds of today, a poor 
sort of sap or he wouldn’t have been so easily tricked. He appears, 
as a matter of fact, woefully gullible all the way through. Were 
men so easily victimized by women in those days? Or, are they 


still? Wouldn’t be surprised. 

: Our old friend, C. Aubrey Smith, was not that 
Not Smith gullible here. He plays the part of a sort of on- 
looker at the plot who leaps into the breach in the closing acts 
and saves the héroine’s reputation by offering to marry her—‘in 
name only’’-—~and thus give her and the brat a name and rescue 
them from malicious gossip. 

“Let mé give you My name. It need go no further than that— 
unless you wish. ... Never mind if you haven't any love to give 
to me now. You’ll come to me at last—I think you will—I know 
you will. But if you can’t, I'll wait till you do. ... Come to me! 
Be my wife!” 

Ain't that noble! 

It sounds as though it was comparatively easy to be a successful 
playwright in those old days.

He has served as chairman of both the 
Senate and House Penitentiary Committees—he being chairman of 
the Senate group when Baker was chairman of the House group, 
and vice versa. He has made innumerable surprise visits to the 
90 county public works camps and to Tattnall State Prison. He 
has observed trials of wardens and executions of prisoners.

Every one agrees that Atlanta needs a streamlined city charter 


with provision for a streng execu- 


tive head to replace the present cumbersome committee system. Not a dissenting voice has been lifted 
against the rising public demand for charter revision, pointed up by Grand Jury recommendations made 


last week.

job. Only by chance would a 
qualified administrator be elect- 
ed. It is the exception rather 
than the rule when a good vote- 
getter is also a good executive. 


2. The opportunity provided for 
the mayor to build up a powerful 
political machine. The tremendous 
effort expended to achieve elec- 
tion invariably carries with it. 
strong political obligations. The 
mayor's power to make appoint- 
ments and direct city departments 
provides a convenient avenue for 
discharge of these obligations and 
for maintenance of the political 
machine necessary to re-election, 
The mayor must play politics—un- 
less he is a man of exceptional 
capacity, determination and ideals. 
But this combination is rare. 


THERE ARE other proven de- 
fects in the strong Mayor plan but 
these are the most glaring ones. 

The Council-Manager form, on 
the other hand, provides for an 


executive head who is appointed, | 
not elected, and is, therefore, far 


less likely to have political obliga- 
tions which will affect the quality 
of his administration. Rather, self- 
interest will influence him to do a 
good job because his appointment 
and advancement depend directly 
on his record in office. 

The League believes Atlanta 
is ready for a Manager form of 
government. This was indicated 
last year when the people voted 
over two to one in favor of the 
Manager plan for Fulton Coun- 
tv. Of the 35,901 ballots cast, 
22.568 were by Atlanta citizens.

Chick Hosch, of the AP, pens: “When Missis- 
sippi beat Tennessee 43-13 Saturday, these facts 
were exposed: “It was the worst defeat ever suf- 
fered by a Bob Neyland-coached team; it was 
the worst defeat for a Tennessee eleven since 

, 1924 when Georgia and Centre each beat the Vols 

32-0; it was the most points scored on a Tennessee team. since 1923 
when Vanderbilt won, 51-7; and it was Mississippi’ s first win over 
the Vols in a series which started in 1902... 

All of which indicates something is wrong with the Vols. 

Well, we'll bite. What is wrong with the Vols? 

The best answer we've seen comes from Gen, Bob Neyland, 
the Tennessee coach, by way of Fred Russell's column in the 
Nashville-Banner. 

It was made before the Ole Miss game of last Saturday but it 
seems pretty safe to assume that anything lacking then is still among 
the missing. 


Neyland told Russell there were

Frank Leahy Denies Keport 


He Will Resign Notre Dame Job 


SOUTH BEND, Ind., Nov. 11—(AP)—Notre Dame’s Frank Leahy, in the midst of gun- 
ning for his third national collegiate title in five Irish seasons, Tuesday assertéd “why 
should I think of resigning” in answer to printed reports he already had offered to quit his 
job and planned to enter professional football ranks. 


The school’s President and Vice 
Presidents, Revs. John J. Cava- 
naugh and John H. Murphy, re- 
spectively, flatly denied Leahy 
had submitted an oral or written 
resignation as head coach and ath- 
letic director, 

The hubbub started when Joe 
Williams, of the New York World 
Telegram, and H. G. Salsinger, of 
the Detroit News, wrote that 
Leahy reportedly had offered to 
resign because of repercussions of 
the Army-lIrish series break-off. 
Notre Dame last Saturday trimmed 
Army, 27-7, in the finale of a 34- 
‘year rivalry which both schools 
‘declared had been dangerously 
overemphasized. 


| Williams further wrote that 
‘Leahy would continue for two 
‘years but would meanwhile hunt 
for a professional interest, possi- 
‘bly as part-owner and coach. 

After Fathers Cavanaugh and 
Murphy had jointly said that the 
report of Leahy’s verbal resigna- 
tion was “news” to both, Coach 
Leahy had the following statement 
released by the school’s Publicity 
Department: 

“Il would consider it a_ great 
honor and privilege to remain at 
Notre Dame as head football coach 
and athletic director for as long

WASHNGTON, Nov. 11—Marriages in Georgia in 1946 showed a 
sharp increase over those in 1945, a report released here by the Office 


of Vital Statistics revealed. 


The increase put Georgia twelfth from 


the top of the 48 States-in the number of marriages per 1,000: popula- 


tion. 
In 1946, 78,219 licenses were 
compared with 53,154 in 
1945.

‘When you meet Clifford B. Mc- 
Manus, the new President of Geor- 
Power Company, just say, “Hi, 
ac,” for he’s that kind of fel- 
low.
